The path may loot alluring at first, but con- 
sider where it leads to. Here are Some actual 1 
instances which came to out notice only tbis 
week, of what happened to some who started 
out upon the "primrose path^'of gambling. 

A youinj man, just starting in a business of 
his own, was induced by a friend to -bet five 
dollars, on the result of a horse race. He won 
lifty dollars and. delighted with this success, 
thought: he had discovered an easy -may lo pet 
rich quick. He pot so cnamonrcd'of the game 
that he neglected his business in order to attend 
race meets. Sometimes he ■won, more often be 
lost. 

Still he kept at it, hoping for better "luck." At 
length his business got into such a state that be 
was declared bankrupt and his father had to 
come Io his assistance to get him out o£ the bole 
fee had got into. As the father had urged bis 
son on to continue betting-, no doubt it Served 
him right to have 10 pay several thousand dol- 
lars to his son's creditors. 

■Another man h-c heard of was a builder. One 
day he was persuaded to put a dollar on a horse. 
He won and increased lib slake to two dollars 
for the next race. Again he won and he began 
to thtnlr that this *vas aa caster way of making 
money than Ly hard wort 

Eventually he pave np his work and went in 
entirely for racing, keeping a stable himself. He 
didn't last long, however, for heavy losses drove 
him (o the wall. He ia now driving a milk wag- 
con and glad io have any sort of jobthat will 
bring in sufficient to keep him and his family. 
His dreams of a quick fortune have vanished. 

The worst feature of gambling, however, is 
that it is wrong in principle and leads to down- 
right d»het>t$iy. The Officers of our. Men's 
Social Department can lell of many a man, who 
is nerving a tarsi of Imprisonment for cmbeulc* 
taeot or forgery -who was driven to tbis course 
by his losses by gambling. 

Eminent English Judges have given their ex- 
periences as follows: -_ 

Mr, Justice Hawkins: "I know nothing more 
likely to ruin a yonng and inexperienced man 
than the system oE betting -which goes no around 
us." 

Mr, Justice Grantham: "Gambling with book- 
makers is the cause of more crime and misery 
than anything else in the hunt™ 

Mr, Justice Darling: "No one could ^attend the 
civil and criminal eoarts without fenlwipg that 
many persons, spent a Eargcr amount of time in 
betting than they devoted to their own Business." 

Lord Ch-kir Jastiee Alverstooe: "Sport never 
ought to be of necessity associated with gambling 
or betting. Those who had to do with the ad- 
ministration of the law knew that there was 
nothiag in their great tow&g— asd he was afraid 
ia the smaller oscs too — that brosght saoee peo* 
pie ia the humbler isa&s o£ &fc misery asd rain 
than tlbs hetiisg agedte. M

such gains necessarily imply nti injury to some . 
other persons, known or unknown. This .some- 
thing for nothing' idea restricts 3 man's attention 
from his- business, wastes his time, creates an 
unhealthy restlessness which is fatal to honest 
work for a fair reward, iiitoxicn.cs his mental 
life and spoils the reliability of his judgment." 

Chas. J. Bonaparte, ex-Attorney- General of the 
United States, says: 

Scarce at Unbnppuiess 

"According to my observation, the gambling 
in CQuiicctioii witli hor Ac-racing is not only a 
souree of great demoralization and consequent 
unliappiness, crime and misery throughout the 
country, but has virtually destroyed the value 
and utility oi racing whether as a legitimate form 
of sport, or as a means of improving the breed 
oi horses. Fonne-rly horse-racing, like baseball 
or ioaiball or boat-racing, was a fofi» of amuse* 
ment salutary and commendable in itself, al- 
though, like the amusements just mentioned and 
many others, liable to abuse and attended by 
some; in. tor tun ate incidents, of which the most 
scrioits was its tendency to promote gambling. 
Nowadays, however, the gambling is practically 
its only attraction, and as a consequence it has 
very largely fallen imo the hands oE disreputable 
' and immoral people who have no real interest in 
horses and whose sole purpose m promoting it IS, 
io levy a tribute on the thoughtless and unwary, 
even usually, through forms of fraud which are 
al once very offensive and very injurious," 

Equally emphatic in declaring gambling to be 
an evil is the statement made by a Chamber of 
Commerce, from which we take the following 

'The Chamber includes in its membership trad- 
ers in almost every line of business", both whole- 
sale and retail, and there is a consensus of opinion 
that the increased opportunities and induce- 
ments held out for gambling and speculation arc 
undcrmitiiug the stability of the community, 
ar.d ire to a considerable degree responsible for 
wrongdoing in various forms. — 

Minds Diverted from Work 

"Those who arc addicted to betting find oppor- 
tunities for indulging therein freely, and money 
which should be applied in liquidating legitimate 
debts owing to tradesmen and others, finds its 
way into the hands of the section of the com- 
munity who subsist out of betting and speculation, 
It should be noted that the betting evil is in evi- 
dence not only in connection with horse-racing, 
but also exists to a large extent in regard to ath- 
letic sports. The unfortunate effect upon the 
young men of the community cannot he too 
strongly emphasized. The experience of em- 
ployers is that to an increasing extent their minds 
-arc diverted from their tvorfc and their useful- 
ness and progress in life is seriously impeded. 
Unfortunately also, they get into financial diffi- 
cultfees and are sometimes fed to enter upon a 
course of embortlomcnt," 

Exactly. Gambling is wrong in principle; to 
indnlge in it necessarily blunts the conscience 
and prepares the way for further departure from 
right.

Injurious High Heels 
Notice particularly the general 
adoption of the high heeled boot 
which is so very, injurious to the 
heati.li of any girl. Think of the 
shpp and factory girls or to-day who 
buy high heeled boots of incredible 
price and even outrun the wealthy 
classes- in the changes of fashion, 
and who arc obliged to stand the 
entire day at their work. However, 
these girls, arc not wholly to blame, 
as the majority Of the stores 
can offer them nothing else, 
.Women of sense and culture 
should- demand a change, and make 
a strong and united protest Against 
the slyle of boots l»o«' offered for 
sale. Are these things to be regard- 
ed, as mere externals and unworthy 
of notice or serious consideration? 
They arc essential, for as it has 
been said, "the style is the man," 
and the very clothing worn is an 
indication of the character and the 
ideals which ara* actuating our , 
growing girls. 

Effect of "Movies" ' 

Again, I must raise a protest 
agaiust "the movies" as they are 
exhibited to-day. The effect on the 
young girl is constantly indserious- 
ly demoralizing, the class oi pictures 
that arc shown being such as to ac- 
custom them to the dress of the 
demi-monde, and in my work in the 

„. Maritime Home for Girls, the girls 
have given me unsolicited- testimony 
as to the harmful effect "the movies" 
have had on them, and their resolve 
not to frequent such places again, 
From an educational standpoint 
they are harmful. They weaken and 
destroy the memory and roh the 
habitual attendant of all taste for 
earnest study. 

And remember, mothers, and you 
who have the training of the young 
girls in your hands, that character is 
caught, not taught What you ire 
will have, more Influence upon, and 
mould to a greater extent, the life 

, of the young than what you say; 
and never, never forget that the 
trend of the life of the young is gtf ■ 
' en in their early years, and that loifg 
before we dream of It they have
